separated the three a century ago. One went Con 
federate, the other Union, and the third became part of the Southern battle 
ground where the quarrel was finally settled 

Despite their fundamental differences, however, the three sites had much 
in common. All shared an identical English birthright and an identical titl« 
American. And within the framework of a bloody and cruel Civil War, each 
helped create a new and stronger nation; spliced together with mortar mixed 
of high sacrifice, the bright red blood of courage, and the strains of an im 
mortal rallying cry—the ‘Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 

This song is as much a part of our proud American tradition as the bleed 
ing, half-starved “Yankee Doodles” at Valley Forge; the ‘Star Spangled 
Banner’ of Fort McHenry; and the American doughboys who went “Over 
There” in 1918. But of ali the great songs in our nation’s annals—for sheet 
emotional power, for soul-stirring heart-skip-a-beat patriotism, for electri 
fying ecstasy—none can ever replace the famed “Battle Hymn.’ 

There were six individuals that helped create this magnificent rallying 


song: six characters in history as unrelated and diversified as six different 


planets: a Southern composer, a merry Scot, a diminutive dilettante, a gentle 


minister, a Yankee editor, and a singing army chaplain 

These were the main characters that figured prominently in the song's 
drama. There were many others, however; men like John Brown, Governor 
Andrew, Abe Lincoln, Fletcher Webster, Newton Pernette, C. S. Hall, 
Robert E. Lee—in short, Joe Doaks; Pvt. G. I. Joe; Mr. American Citizen. 
And weaving in and out of every stanza, a haunting shadow in the back 
ground, supplying the underlying motivation and inspiration for the entire 
drama; the “Darkie,” the American Negro. 


This, then, is the story of that timeless song.

seg was an institution of mankind long before the American Civil 


War tested its legitimacy. The first African slaves were the Nubians 
who poured into the Colosseum as fodder for the Roman Games. In later 
centuries, the Arabs followed the Romans to Africa; then came the Euro 
peans; and finally the enterprising Yankee sea captains. 

It was the New England merchant who conceived and perfected the highly 
profitable ‘‘triangular trade” which bought the fancy and spacious mansions 
in Salem and Marblehead—sugar for rum, rum for slaves. 

Across the Atlantic they journeyed, jammed forecastle to mainsail, packed 
like so many cod in a barrel, human cargo for the auction blocks of New 
Orleans, Memphis, Charleston And inside those tight little ships; poorly 
ventilated, stinking, rotten; the black man sang to keep his spirits alive: to 
relive those days when a man could hunt and run free on the veldt. 

The negro sang to many rituals back in Africa, tunes sung in cadence to 
primeval dance steps. There was one called “The Wedding Tune,” young 
maidens dancing solemnly within a loose circle as the warriors chanted and 
swayed rhythmically to the primitive beat 

Once relocated in America, the black man continued to sing; on planta 
tions down in Georgia, on flatboats up the Mississippt, in the cotton fields 
of Virginia. And as he absorbed the new religion, he began to sing the 
gospel to the tunes of old tribal melodies in the white man’s colored 
churches. Negro spirituals have a charm all their own, and it wasn't 
long before the white man began to 
borrow them as the basis of his own 
hymns 

There was a popular Sunday-school 
composer in Charleston, South Caro 
lina around the late 1850's named 
William Steffe. Steffe overheard a 
negro congregation singing “The 


Wedding Tune” one day and used «

@ ONCE MORE THE STATE OF MAINI 
has come up with an oddity of nature 
that has attracted the interest of natural- 
ists and excited scientists throughout the 
United States,—''Burr Balls’’—which our

When her husband was about ten 
vears old, she says, “the great lum 
bering industry of Michigan was 
beginning to wane, but there was 
some lumbering still being don 
along the Muskegon. During the 
operation of floating logs down the 
river to the mills there was always 
1 cook shanty on a raft following 
the log drive. and it was a great 
treat for the boys to have a meal 
with the lumberjacks on this river 
raft. The meals generally consisted 
of fried salt pork, boiled potatoes, 
boiled beans, hot bread, cookies. and 
black strong coffee 

‘The cookies were of a molasses 
variety and were such a _ favorite 
that my husband prevailed upon his 
mother to go to the river, talk with 
the cook. and learn the recipe The 
cookies she learned about from him 
on that raft in the Muskegon River.
